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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


We print this week an unprecedented list of University dietinctions. No 
fewer than four young Oxford men who are Jews have taken honours in Claasi- 
cal Moderations. The fervid aptitude for literature is strikingly displayed by 
this distinction. The Moderations examination tests taste and knowle tge, as 
applied to the Greek and Latin languages and literature. It is not a final 
examination, but is one of the steps towards the B.A. degreo, and may be com- 
pared in this reapect with the London “ First Bb A.” Oae of the Jewish students 
obtains a first class, two a second, and one a third. Two of the undergraduates 
are sons of geptlemen already distinguished for successfal application of the 
intellect ; the two who wore born in a mercantile environment aro even more 
to be congratulated on having made a way for themselves, | 


A short time since an interesting paper was read before the Royal Society 
of Literature on the early history of St. Thomas's Hoep'tal,.a foundation of 
very great antiquity, The author, Mr. Rendle, who has long been Ja! oriously 
engaged on the history of Southwark and its neighbourhood, had mainly gathered 


his information from a unique M.8. on the subject now inthe possersion of Lord | 


Ashburnham, and in the course of his paper he told his hearers many curious 
facts about the Jews in relation to the hospital and the districts that are 
now known as Soath London, Many records have already mile Tease of 
Southwark familiar to us as a leading member of the Jewish com- 
munity of the district, but the new M.S. authority shews him to us io a more 
important light. He treats on a basis of perfect equality with the abbeys and 
priories in his neighbourhood, and the authorities of St. Thomas's Hoepital weré 
apparently intimately connected with him. Other Jows held only a little less 
prominent place in Southwark, and the fact that some of them owned a field 
at Camberwell, which afterwards came into porsession of the Hoepital gave it 
for many ceutorier, the name of Jews’ Mead. 


Another curious instance of the important position held by the Jews 
in South London is given elsewhere than in the. Ashburohan MS. 
by the erection at Bermondsey of the first. house fir Jewish converts 
in this country. “In the year 1213,” to briefly summarize the annals 
ef the Great Bermondsey Priory, “in the fifteenth year of King 
John’s reign, Richard, the Prior of this monastery built a house called an 
almoary or hospita! for converts and youths to the honour of St. Thomas the 
Martyr.” It was twenty years later that the two great conversion establish- 
ments in Chancery Lane and Oxford were inaugurated by Henry III., who is 
praised by many chroniclers for his zeal in the cause. Traces of the Jews in 
Southwark, we may add, exist as late as the early part of the seventh century 
and during the sc-called period of the expulsion. Thus in more r epects than 
one the Jewish history of South London has distinctive characteristics, 


We regret to learn that a movement has been set on foot in Melbourne for 
further disintegrating the Jewish communi'y of that city. There are already 
two congregations and within those congregations there has not of late reigned 
that corcord and unity which would be desirable and which affurd so striking 
contrast to the sister city, Sydney. On the 5th ult. a meeting was held to initiate 
a Reform” movement. It is desired by the promoters to establish a “ Reform 
Temple” in Melbourne at which inter alia “a partial or entire Eaglish service 
should take placeon Sunday mornings ; and that alecture should be given accom: 
panied by a musical service on that day by ladies and gentlemen.” We have 
reason to believe that the movement is not inflaentially supported. It, how- 
ever, indicates clearly thé result of the want of union which unohappily prevails 
in Mc ]bourne. 

The account given by our Smyrna correspondent of the Jewish “ Trades 
School ’’ in-that city indicates how energetically the wok of diverting Jewish 
industry into remunerative handicrafts is being pursued. The Jewish Board of 


én 


Guardians of London could not quote a more satisfactory list of trades purened — 


by the protégés of its Industrial Committee than can the “ Comité de Patronage” 
of Smyrna. Among 49 artisans there are 10 joiners, 5 weavers, 5 copper 
smiths, 4 coopers, 2 plumbers, 1 -locksmith, 1 goldsmith, 1 eacdler and 1 
blacksmith ; a gocdly selection, This movement shows how far-reaching is the 
educational campaign in the East waged by the Alliance Isreclite. Not merely 
are the scholars taught according to modern methods but their whole tone of 
thought is raised. The old pauperising system is no longer accepted by them 
asa matter of course. On the cont.ary, the dignity of labour is a leevon taken 
deeply to heart by them. No greater proof of the effects of the new order of 
things could be given than the circumstance that the girls are aleo to be trained 
for useful occupations. To thoee acquainted with Oriental life this fact conveys 
more than volumes of description of the moral improvement which hae been 
brought about by the excellent Alliance Schools in Smyrna, to the support of 
which our own Anglo-Jewish Agsociation also contributes. 


In the efforts which during the last twenty years the Alliance Ieraélite 
Universelle has made to spread education among the Jews in the East, 
it has ever sovght ‘o impress upon those communities which it has 
aided with its advice and resources, the importance of acting up to the 
principle of self-help. That its teachings have not been without fruitful 


rceults is shown by the fact that within recent months half-a-dozen Jewish { 


communities in Turkey (inclading Eastern Koumelia) and Bulgaria have not 
only organised schools on their own initiative, but have even announced that 
they intend to maintain these institutions from th ir own resources, and with- 
out appealing for subventions from abroad. Among these schools, there is but 
one for girls. This fact ie, however, not surprising when we consider the 
degraded position of the Jewish female in the East, who, like ber tister of the 
Mahommedan faith, is regarded as the slave, rather than the equal and com- 
panion, of man, 


The fear lest education should open the eyes of the Oriental woman 
and should impel! her to take the social position which is hers by right, has 
been, perhaps, the principal factor in keeping her in a etate of ignorance, which 
is beect with greater dangers for her moral welfare than maoy persons would 
imagine. It is tree that a change for the better has taken place daring late 
ycars in some of the principal cities of Tarkey and Morocco, where Western 
ideas have, happily, taken deep root, and where, thanka to thes» ideas Jowish 
girls’ schools exiet and flourish; but in nearly every place which Earopean civili- 
zation baé not yet reached, all attempts at the ostadlishment of such echools 
have met with uncompromising resistance. 


A correspondent calls attention to the bencfils conforred on Jewish children 
attending the schools in the * Jewish Quarter,’ by the “ Penny Dinners.’ There 
are undoubtedly, at this season especially, many saperior claims upon the com- 
munal purse. Nevertheless, the ilea of our correspondent that the children 
of the rich should he taught to think of the children of the poor by giving 
their little savings to the Penny Dioners is a suggest on which should not be 
lost sight of. The poor are not with us as in olden times. They havo far 
removed or rather we have far removed from them. 
there are young ones at a distance ill-clal and woree fed is a lesson which 
might be given with advantange The practical manner, suggested by 
our correspondent, of bringing home the lesson to the well-clad and well-fed 
children in well farnished homes is fully ia keeping with the domestic ‘ object 
lessons” with which the Jewish religion abounds. 


The Paper on “ The Book of Job” with which Mr, yamson opened the 
present ececlon of the Jows’ Colloge Literary and Debating Society on Sunday 
last, formed, as might be expected, & fruitful theme of discussion. There are 
few bovks of the Bible which contain a-greater number of hopeloss!y obscure 
paseages than are presented by Job; and perhaps there is no book the aim and 
drift of which has so greatly perplexed the ingenuity of commentators, That 
one object of the writer is to ventilate the problem of the origia of evil and 
its consistency with a beneveleont Deity, most authorities are agreed. Bat 
whether this constitutes the central question of the work is a@ moot point. 
Probably, as was pointed out by the Rev. Isidore Harris, there is an equally 
important difliculty which the aathor of Job is concerned to solve—whether all 
human virtues are at bottom a refoed form of selfishness. Leigh Hunt has 
facetionely summed up the view taken of religion by the Egoistic school of 
philosophers in one clever phrase—“ Other-worldliness.” Such is the cynical 
view ef virtuous action which Satan puts forward at the commencement of the 
work, where he asks “ Doth Job save God for naught?" In all likelihood this 
is ihe point on which the entire book revolves and the object of the author of 
Job would be to show that all human action is not. necessarily egoist’c. 
There is an element of disinterestedness in human no :ture which exerts a power- 
ful inflaence on the cotiree of men's actions, and this clement is exhibited in the 
character of Job. 


The question of the integrity of the various Biblical books is one which 
must always have a fascination for the epeculative mind, There is a claes of 
critics who think life itself too short to cecide the mementous diffientty whether 
a certain passage which seems to them at variance with the general tenour of 
a bock of the Bible or some claesical work was interpolated into tho original 
five hundred or a thousand years after the main body of the work was 
written. As the Book of Job has not cscaped this kind of trertment, it was 
perhaps natural that some of the students of Jows' College choald cagerly 
take up with the theories of euch rationalistic writers as Stablma, 
Berveteio, Renan, Eichold, Ewald end Meier, and upon euch authority 
reject certain parts of the Book. Thas, Job's description of the 
ultimate fate of the hypocrite was held to contradict the tenour 
of his previous arguments, and accordingly asori ved to somo other 
speaker. The speoch of Kiithu fared worse, for it was rejocted altogether. In 
our opinion, the speeches of Elihu are essential to the complete development 
of the euthor’s argument. The theory addeced by Eliba to solve the myatcry 
of Job's misfertuncs is a clear advaneo on the opinions exproseed by the 
other friends of Job. Even the speech of the Almighty with which the arga. 
ment closes, and which contains, perhaps, the finest passages of vatural 
deectiption to be found in the whole rango of literatere, sscred or profane, is 
rejected by some critica as an interpolation, To more sober minda this ingenicus 
trifling will, in all probability, fail to carry conviction. 


The Parisian address to the Jewish woikicg men of London which we 
publish in another column, written with characterietic warmth of expression, is 
in striking contrast to similer documents which are uevally addressed 
French capital to other working-won. Mr. Charles Kraues, on bebalf of bimre

to the memory of a man whose life was devoted to the advancement of the 
interests of his country and of his brethren in faith. 


The Jewish Tribune of St. Louis has been thinking about the idea of a 
Synod, and it gives its readers the results of its reflections. It takes very 
kindly. to the notion, but it has some very decided opinions as to the work 
which the Synod ought todo. It ecoffs at thore simple-minded persons who 
would “confine the Synod to mere revisory proceedings.” ‘‘ Are these good peo- 
ple,” it arke “ not convinced yet that modern life has long since swept away all 
the well-hedged paragraphs and sections of the old Rabbinical code?” The 
Synod which should trouble itself about such effete matters “ would cut a 
very poor figure indeed.” So the Jewish Tribune advocates a much more 
thorough programme. Modern Judaism—or shall we not rather say the Jewish 
Tri) une—has found out that we have once for all “ to abandon even the least 
and last vestige of nationality.” It follows that the only trae aim of th. 
proposed Synod must be the “ establishment of a new .Judaism on an essentially 
humanitarian basis.’ Our contemporary assures us that nothing short of the 
denationalization of the syragogues will satisfy the irrepressible popular 
will.” What this high-sounding phrase means we are nottold. But we learo 
that the question of proselytes and intermarriage is one which cemands the 
epecial attention ofa Synod. “The ties of hamanity,” it is sententiously 
affirmed, “ are stronger than the biddings of a dogma.” 


The Synod, however, is not to concern itself with the synagogue only. 
The Bible claims ite attention as well. The Scriptures require “a thorough 
and radical revision.” A new canon must be founded “ which will retain of the 
historical books only the authenticated parts, of the ritualistic and d« gmatic 
only the practical and living, and of the prophetic and didactic books all and 
every one without exception.’”’ We do not quite know where the Synod is to 
obtain the necessary certificates of genuineness for deciding which parts of the 
historical books are authenticated. But poesibly this is a minor matter. At 
any rate it is very kind of the Jewish Tribune to be eolicitous about the characcr 
of the Sacred Volume. 


Finally there are the Sabbath Jaws, which need “iteconstruction.”” Our 
contemporary is delightfully vague on this point. Doves “reconstruction” 
mean the substitution of Sunday for Saturday? If so, the revision of the 
Bible must be taken to include the altcration of “the seventh day” in the 
Fourth Commandment into ‘the first day.” A-man once read the Decalogue 
without the “not’’ so as to harmonize Scvipture with his predilection for 
atealing and other cqually virtuous acts. Peibaps the fynod is to carry out its 
Scriptaral revision on the sane principle. It is needless to observe that the 
great majority of Jews would be better pleased if the Synod were lees ambi- 
tious. To speak of “ the denationalization of the synagogue” being demanded 
by “the irrepressible popular will’’ is suspiciously like talking nonsense. Jews 


nowadays wanifcet nothing remotely resembling an “ irrepressible popular | 


will.” No doubt there are some persons who would like to strip Judaism of 
ite Jewish character ; but they are few and far between, even in America, we 
believe ; we are sure they are so in Europe, A Synod is wanted, not for this 
extreme minorily, but for the mavy who prefer to have the question about those 
‘* well hedged paragraphs of the old rabbinical code” (which, according to the 
Jewish Ticbune, modern life has long since swept away) settled by authority 
instead of by private and irresponsible judgment. . A Synod which-shall do th’s 
will achieve ite purpose, and enenre harmony in-Israel. A Synod, such as the 
Jewish Tribune advocates, would defeat’ its purpose by stirring np. revolt 


instead. Rather no Syncd at all, eays our contemporary, than “ one which: 


might be afraid of dealing with the real and all-important qrestions of the 
day.” Rather no Synod at all, say we, than one which would not be afraid to 
seek for thé real and all-important questions of the day in its own destructive

ORPHAN ASYLUM, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.”

ving the death of a poor lad, one of the inmates, is truly lamentable. This misfor. 
tune hae, however, called forth the considerate action of the President and Committee 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum and also an excellent expression of fee}. 
ing from the last President of the late Jews’ Orphan Asylum in the Tenter Ground, 
and the inmates of the institution in Bovis Marks have been hospitably housed in 
the noble establishment at Norwood. I sincerely hop? that this temporary union 
may develop into a more lasting association, and that since the amalgamation of the 
Jews’ Orphan Asylum and Jews’ Hospital has led to euch happy results, it may be 
found practicable to briog this smaller but more ancient asylom into the commbn 
union, 

I should naturally mach regret if the orphan children of the Sephardic com 
munity would have to give up their own pronunciation of Hebrew, but I think 
this could be obviated. Were it, however, necewary that they should adopt the . 
less euphonious German accent, it would be but a trifle in comparison with the 
great advantages which would be derived by exchanging the locality of 
Bevis Marks for that of Lower Norwood, and by sharing the iatelligent manage. 
ment of the larger institution. There may be difficulties of finance, or of founda- 
tiune, tut nobody knows better than myeelf how such were smoothed down, and how 
prejudices were overcome before the Jews’ Hospital and the Jews’ Orphan Asylam 
became one body ; and I have no doubt, whatever, that the difficulties in this case 
would be much more easily arranged, I sincerely hope that this further amalgama- 
tion may be now effected,

the pangs of hunger to cold, 

A dinner for’a penny, not the piece-of bread that only a penny can provide, 
but hot broth, meat and potatoes, supplemented by the bounty of seme kind 
people, eaten in decorum and comfort at a clean table; and yet who can 
count the numbers who have not this penny, for whom s9 mach subtracted from 
the family stock would be unfair and an encroachment full of anxiety to the 
mother ?

CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM AND MODERN SCIENCE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—At a meeting held last week in connection with the proposal to establish 
Abattoirs in the metropolis, Dr. Richardson stated that, while he was in favour of 
the Jewish practice of inspecting the carcases of animals killed for food, he did not 
approve of the Jewish mode of slaughtering, inasmuch as it failed to accomplish its 
object—that of drawing all the blood from the carcass, This assertion of so respect- 
able an authority, coming, moreover—as you point out—from a gentleman who has 
euch a decided leaning towards our dietary and hygienic customs, appears to me to 
be deserving of very serious attention at Jewish hands, If it be the fact that the 
Shechitah, as it has always been carried out, does not sueceed in emptying the 
yeesels of blood, one of the chief pleas which have always been urged in favour of 
it falla to the ground ; and it becomes a matter for earnest consideration whether, in 
order to respect more faithfully tho !probibition of the Pentateuch against eating 
blood, we ought not to substitute for the ancient method of Shechitah such a mode 
of slaughtering as that which is declared by scientific authority to be capable of 
accomplishing the object in question, 

With this point another is closely connected. You stated in a recent leading 
article that the old practice of “ koshering " meat had been proved to be ineffective as 
a means of extracting the Liood, and that there were more modern and more euc- 
cessful processes which might be adopted ia preference. In the interests of Conser- 
vative Judaism the qaestion of ordering the adoption of these processes in place of 
the older and ineffective method ought to receive the immediate attention of our 
ecclesiastical leaders, 

Permit me yet another word. It is said by some medical men that the exami- 
nation of the carcases of animals slaughtered for food must,in order to be a sure 
test of their healthiness, be conducted with the help of the microscope, I should be 
glad to know the opinions on this point of such men as Dr. Richardson and Dr. 
Henry Bebrend. If the statement I have quoted be true, then the Talmadic process 
of Bedikah must be carried out under the much more stringent conditions of micro- 
scopic observation. 

The points I here raise are worthy of notice, inasmuch as they tend to show 
that to adapt Jewish practice to the exigencies of modern progress does not neces- 
sarily imply a relaxation of ancient restrictions. On the contrary, the widening of 
our knowledge may impose upon us theduty of modifying those restrictions in such 
a manner as to make them more stringent or, at any rate, as to ensure their ful- 
filling more completely the requirements of the Mosaic Law. It is true that some of 
the prescriptions of the Shulchan Aruch will thereby lose their force. But the 
authority of the Shulchan Aruch or even of the Talmud is not for a moment to be 
set against the obligation of rendering that obedience to the Pentateuch, which 
increased knowledge lays upon us. And of all men the Rabbins themselves would 
have been the firat to admit this truth.

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GUARDIANS. 


A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday last, at the 
offices of the Board in Devonshire Square. There were present : Mr, Liowet L, 
COHEN, President, in the Chair ; Dr. M. Davis, Mesara. L. L. Alexander, D. Benjamin , 
F. E. Davie, E, M. Leon, §, Montagu, A, Rosenfeld, Stuart M. Samuel, 8, Schloss, 8. 
Simone, A, E. Sydney. 

The CHAIRMAY, in submitting the relief rt: for the months of Ootober and 
November, stated that in the one month the relief expenditure had been £82, and in 
the other month £156, in excess of the relief granted during the corresponding 
period in IS81. Whilst the expenditure was thus increasing th») income of the 
Board, he regretted to say, had considerably diminishe.. 

In reply to a question, the Secrerary stated that the December list was still 
heavier than those for the two previous months, the extra pressure on the Board's 
fands being the result of the prevailing distress due to the badness of trade, and 
not to any influx of destitute Russian Jews. The persons who were now applying 
for relief were chiefly tailora and bootmakera. 

A letter was read from Mr. Morley, tendering to the Board the thanka of the 
sisters of the late Mr, Ephraim Alex for the resolutions of sympathy passed at the 
previous meeting, and stating that they were deeply touched by this fresh proof of 
the estimation in which Mr. Alex had been hell by his old colleagues, and that the 
family gratefully accepted the offer of the Board to place a memorial st me over his 
grave. 

The following letter from the Secretary of the Charity Organisation Society was 
real, and ordered to be entered on. the minutes :

At a meeting of persons pled@ed to the promotion of this 
cause, ond in recognition of that work of organised charity which the Jewish Board of Guardian 
has so ab’y carried on in connection with their own religious body, the Council have desired me to 
communic ite the ervpression of their regret to vou through Mr. F.. D. Moe*atta, who has been so 
long an active member of this Society, and is now a representative of the Jewlsh Board-of Guar 
dians at the Council. .

The CHAIRMAN brough’ up the financial statement, which showed liabilities 
amounting to £1,190 Is. (against £1,108 18a. Gd, in December, 1881) and assets 
to the value of £1.035 Ta, 1od (against £1,001 L7a, 10 1. in LSS] ) A farther flnan- 
cial report stated that from the let of January, I882, the income of the Board had 
been £5,478 lis, 1d., whikt during the same period of IS881 the inconie had been 
£4,404 lls. 6d. or upwards of £25 in excees of the present year. : 

Feveral of the members commented on this unsatiefactory state of affairs, and 
various suggestions were made to render the President's winter appeal more suc- 
cessful than it has been upto the present. It was ultimately resolved, on the motion 
of Mr. Algernon E. Sydney, that.a letter be written to the members of the Board 
and of its several committees requesting them canvaes for subeeriptions. 

Mr. E. M. Leon, in moving thatthe Board grant an application from the Loan 
Committee fora vote of £100 to increase the capital available for louna, mentioned 
ae proofsof the useful work performed by this department of the Board, that in 
1880 the amount granted in loans was £87, in 1881 it had risen to £1,101 antiin 
the present year tg £1,250, 

Mr. 8. MoxTacu seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously, and 
the Trustees were authorised to re'l out stock to the value of £100 for the purposes 
of this grant. 3 

The Loan Committee reported that Mr. Arthur E. Franklin had after several 
years’ services, resigned the honorary sevretaryehip of that Committee in view of his 
approaching marriage, and that his brother, Mr. Ernest.A. Franklin, had volunteered

FATAL AccipENTS.—On Tuesday Sir John Humphrey held inquests at the 
London Hosp'tsl ou the bodies of two Jewish children, whose death resulted from 
turns The first inqu et wason that of Green Simons, aged five years, who resided 
with his parents. The mother of the deceased, whore evidence hal to be inter- 
preted, stated that her husband was atuailor Up to Friday lest the deceas:d was 
in good health. About ten o'clock on that day she left the deceased and two 
younger children alone in the room, while she went to the butcher's to purchase 
something for dinner, When she returned about ten minutes afterwards, she was 
informed that her son had been burnt, and been removed to the Londea Hospital. 
There was a fire in the room, but no guard in frontofit, Mrs. Myers, living in the 
same house, stated that her attention was cal'ed to the deceased by hearing load 
screams proceeding from his mother’s room. On going intothe room she saw the 
deceased with his clothes in flames and sbe at once extinguished them, and wrapping 
the child up in a blanket conveyed him to the Lomion Hospital. Mr. Lioyd 
Frencis, House Sargeon at the London Hospital stated that when deceased was 
admitted he was suffering from severe burns all over the body, and death resulted 
from shock to the sytem, consequent on the injuries he had received. The Coroner 
strongly condemnéd the neglect of parents in not providiag fireguards where there 
were children, and considered they were morally responsible for the injuries 
received from such neglect. Tnere was no excuse for this want of precaution as 
a fire guard could be procured for a shilling. The Jury returned ‘a verdict of Acct- 
dental Death.—The second inquest was on the body of Isaac Bitton, aged 14 years, 
Mis. Sara Bitton stated that deceased was her son, and’on Friday he was playing 
with her other two children in the bed. Witness had to go out to purchase some 
milk. She was only absent about five minutes. When she returned she was horrified 
to find that deceased had been burnt. He was wrapped up and conveyed to the 
London Hospital as speedily as possible. There was a fire burning in the room, but 
no guard in front of it. Mrs, Leah Limburg, who resided in the same house, stated 
that she heard deceased scream, and saw him in flamer, She at once tore the c'othes 
from off bim, and put the flames out, Mr. Richard Hingeton, howe turgeon at 
the London Hospit:!, proved that death resulted from thock to the system, conse- 
quent on the burps on the trunk of the body. The coroner observe! that it was 
tingular that two cares of a similar character occurred on the same day and at the 
seme hour. The Coromr, having again made some strong remarks about tLe want 
of fire guard, the Jury also returned a verdict of Accidental Death in this case,

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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BRIGHTON BRANCH OF THE 
ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the Brighton Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
was beld on Sunday afternoon, at the Synagogue. Mr, J. H. Comen, President of 
the Branch, presided, and there were also present Baron Henry de Worme, M.P. 
(President of the Parent Association), Baron George de Worms, Mesars. A, G, Hen- 
riques, W. Davie, M. R. Wood, the Revs. A. Lowy, A, C, Jacobs, A. N. Spiers, and 
Mr.G. L. Abrahame, Honorary Secretary. 

Mr. J. Hi. Conen epoke of the great satisfaction they must all have in again 
welcoming in their midst Baron Henty and Baron George de Worms, Baron Henry 
de Worms was to identified with the objects of the Association that he would be 
able to report to them a!l the great objects and aims which had been achieved in 
the past and which they hoped to accomplish inthe future. As far asthe Brighton 
Branch was concerned there was no lack of sympathy on the part of the members 
of the Brighton Hebrew Congregation towards the aims of the Association, but 
what the Committee desired was a higher feeling than this, viz., they wished to 


. impart real interest and solicitude for the objects and aims which the Association 


had in view. With regard to what these objects were, they had only to look in the 
annual reports of the Association, which showed that they laboured to bring home 
the truths of civilisation even to the poor Jew in the East and other parts, and he 
was sure all would agree with him that they were performing a great and noble 
work, It was scarcely twélve months since a great feeling of sympathy throbbed 
them all on hearing of the persecutions of their brethren in Rassia, and they all 
knew how the Association came to the front. The Association had a greater object 
than alleviating the pangs of the suffering—that of bringing home to every Jewish 
heart the blessings of self-reliance and independence. Their obje:t was not alone 
to lend a helping hand to the persecuted Jews, but to render persecution impossible 
by raising their social status, and enabling them to take a part in the great race for 
civiliration going on around them, 

The Rev. A. Lowy moved: “That this meeting pledges itself to use every 


effort to promote the objects of the Avglo-Jewish Association,” In explaining at 


length the objects and scope of the Association, he mentioned that it was a body 
representing nearly forty thousand Jews—that was to say, there were forty thousand 
Jewe who took an interest in the affairs of their less fortunate brethren. 
Referring to the educational work of the Association, Mr, Lowy said : We have often 
stood at the threshold of a grave question, Shall the Jews assist their brother Jews 
in times of danger? The answer has been given in the affirmative for the last 
1500 years, But it was reserved for this age of emancipation and liberty that we 
have ecen formed a permanent Jewish society for the removal of permanent 
dangers. The dangers to our brethren in dark countries are two-fo'd. One set of 
dangers come from the political Hamans and with them are allied their parasites, 
the literary Hamans. These dangers are averted by the common sense of the 
emancipated and free press. At the trumpet sound of liberty fall the Jericho walls 
in which men like Russian Ignatieffs have rought to fortify themselves. By the 
force of the common sense of the sober-minded public press, the literary Hamans 
are put to silence, and their illogical and unhistorical jumbles of argument are con- 
signed to oblivion, But the Jew has to contend in the lands of oppres- 
sion with an internal foe. The Jews in the East are left to a state o! 
bitter ignorance and to defencelesa helplessness, This ignorance begets 
suffering of a physical nature. ‘The illiterate Jews in the East cannot defend 


himself among+t the armed bands of the non-Jewish populations. We see | 


them pining away, a gifted race. Help the Jew and he revives the industries 
of hisland. Leave him unhelped and he becomes the target of political and social 
corruptions, This truth is recognised by our Alliances on the Continentand by our 
Anglo-Jewish Association in this country. Thearticle of the apocryphal creed is: 
If you elevate your unemancipated and enslaved brother you will infuse new life 
into the community. Let us learn a lesson from some of our Christian neighbours, 
They have societies for the promotion of Christianity among the Jewe. Let us bea society 
for upholding among the forlorn Jewish multitudes In the East Jewish self-respect, 
Jewish knowledge, which is secular and religious, Jewish love of liberty. How this 
is to be done has already been indicated. Schools in the East are the Sanctuary 
from which honour and freedom and a purified life will issue forth. Schools in the 
East must be combined with training places for trades and manual labours, 
Say not we have enough to do to uphold our home institutions. This is false, <A 
portion of our available charity-money can always .be devoted to the improvement 
of our benighted Jewish kinsmen in the Kast, The Christian missionary, who takes 
up bis camping-ground in the EKa-t, cannot do this work for us. Though he will 
net succeed In promoting conversion he elfecus what he himself cannot be avare of 
—a hypocritical heart and a tendency to canting, Pupils reared in non-Jewish 
doctrines beceme estranged to themselves, aud break the holiness of the Fifth Com- 
mandment, Jewish schools in the East are alone fitted for teaching the Jewish 
children a strictly loyal and dutiful conduct. towards their kinsmen, Therefore we 
plead and work for schools. in European Turkey, in Roumelia, in Bulgaria, in vari- 
ous parts of Asia Minor, in Palestive, in Moroc:o, in Tunis, and in ladia. Whilst 
our expenses for echools are always on the increase, surely our zeal must not be 
on the wane.

Brighton was the 
firet provincial town to move in the matter and the: movement was initiated by a 
gentleman not of their faith—(appiause)—to whom he now tendered grateful thanks 
for all bis zeal and activity in carrying out the work. Mentioning the work of the 
Angio-Jewieh Association, he said that it provided funds to the amount of £960 a 
ay for schools in the East The Association gave subventions to Jewish schools 

n Constantinople, Smyrna, Tunis, Bagdad, Salonica and elsewhere. ‘These Jewish 
schools provided education for thousands, and he only wished they could furnish 
£0,500, so that the number educated might be ten times as many. He seconded the 
motion, 

Baron Henry DE Worms, M.P., remarked that he had listened as he was sure 
all bad, to the admirable’rematks from the Rey, A. Léwy and Mr. Henriques, and 
he thought nobody could fail to be struck with the force of the facts stated by both, 
There was a simplicity in these facts which commended them to every man more 


_ powerfully than if they were veiled in the finest words which the voice could com- 


mand, They must all have recognised the immense advantage which the spread 
of education through the medium of the Anglo-Jewish Association, had conveyed 
to their coreligionists, Although he would not say one word which could in any 
way deprecate the value of the education work, yet the first and foremost work was 
a political one. It was scarcely necessary for hins to recall wo their memories the 
terrible events of the last two years—events which, though they lived in history, 
were, he was afraid, going on at the present time. He asked them to remember 
what an active part had been taken by the Anglo-Jewish Association, not 
alone in alleviating distress, but in bringing the powerful light of Public Opinion 
to bear upon the persecutions, It was his good fortune at the time of the 
Russo-Tarkish War, to present a deputation to Lord Derby, the then Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. Lord Derby's reply to the deputation was that 
he deprecated, in common with others, the outrages perpetrated upon the Jewa, but 
it was extremely difficult for European Powers to interfere so as to be of use, avd 
that the great agent fcr remecy was Public Opinion, Through the Association the 
ublic voice was evoked aud notin vain He, himself, endeavoured to act to the 
t of his ability in that great tribunal of public opinion—the British House of 
Commons, described by Mr, Joseph Cowen as “ the whispering gallery of the world.” 
Mr, Cowen was right, for not a single word was apoken there (free from desire of 
y gain or advantage) which was not delivered trumpet-tongued through the 
Jength and breadth of the world. The resalt they had seen; and he would venture 


| British House of Commons. (Applause.) Taere was no weapon like that of publi 
contumely when used unsparingly, and not used to be put away, but applied agale 
if required, He (the speaker) spoke of his coreligionists on that occasion armed 
with the knowledge that he bad 40,000 of his constituents behind, who represented 
millions of his coreligioniste, At thattime he felt the immensity of the canso h 
had to plead, for he was the spokesman of 2,500,000 people. It was necessa . 
that something should be done, and who should do it bat a Jew? If the Jews oun 
afraid to help themselves, who should help them? In England there could be no 
idea of the oppression existing in other countries, People liked to see the Jews 
help themselves fir-t—they liked Jews to come forward and show a determination 
to evoke the feelings of those among whom they lived, Those who Oppresead 
the Jews did so on the ground of bigotry, and bigotry was the epurions 
form of religion. In Rusia, much as they must vll deplore the sufferings of the 
Jews, they could not ignore the fact that the Jews there were made the scapegoats 
of political movements. Those who professed to persecute the Jews on behalf of 
religion, wished to have an excuse for doing so. The speaker then referred to ths 
Judenhetze in Germany and said the voice of public opinion must be used in more edy. 
cated countries than Russia. He dia hope that the voice of such a gathering as the 
present might, through the Pres», reach the ears of those who lel the anti-S»mitic 
agitation in Germany, and do a little good in getting them to practise the truths they 
were 80 ready to promulgate, The blessings of the Anglo-Jewish Association could not 
be too widely known, for ita mission was not a political, but purely an hum ine one. 
If the Association increased, it would soon become a power in Judaism—a power for 
doing good, quietly, not ostentatiously—a power to unmask the oppressors, and unit; 
all men in one vast bond, to show that the Jewa, though not now perhaps a nation, 
yet were strong enough in the hour of need, to ho!d their own against the whole 
world. (Applause.) 
Councillor W. lt. Woop said as he had been referrei to he should like to express 
his thanks. What he had done, was in the cause of humanity. 
A vote of thanks was passed to Baron de Worms for attending the meeting, and 
to the Chairman. . 


JEWISH MIDDLE CLASS SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


The popular interest which at the present day is centred in everything connected 
_with electricity and especially with electric lighting, was completely dem onstrated 
by the crowded audience which assembled on Thursday evening, the 14th, at the 
Jewish Middle Class School for Girls, Chenies S:reet, for the purpose of hearing a 
lecture by Mr. Raphael Meldola, F.R.A.S., on the subject of “ Electricity: and 
Electric Lightning.” The announcement that the lecture would be illustrated by 
experiments contributed in no small degree to the largeness of the gathering which 
included more gentlemen than had been present at the two previous lectures, 

Mr. Marcus N, ADLER, M.A,, presided, and in introducing the lecturer referred 
to him as being one of the few young men in the community who had made science 
the pursuit of their lives, 

Mr. MéLDoLaA, who was warmly received, mentionel at the outset that his 
presence among them that evening was due to the invitatian which he had received 
from his friend, Dr. Maurice: Davis, whilst the subject of his lecture hai been 
selected for him by the Rev. A. Léwy, who had shown considerable astuteness in 
selecting so popularatheme. The subject of electric lighting was now attracting 
great attention in this country ; it was essential, therefore, that we should kuow 
something of the mysterious agency who had been placed in our hands. He had 
come there that evening in the belief that his lectare was principally intended for 
the benefit of the pupils of the school. He was surprised, however, to fiad himself 
surrounded by so many ladies and gentlemen, He hoped, therefore, that they would 
excuse him if he devoted his remarks chiefly to those for whom they were intendei. 
Mr. MELDOLA then proceeded with his lessure, woich was extremely interestiag, 
Having first mentioned that the earliest experiments which led to the 
subsequent discovery of. electricity were made by Thales of Miletus about 600 
years before the Christian era, and that his experiments were a thousand years later 
continued and extended by Dr. Gilbey of Colchester, he showvei several mech vds for 
producing electricity and then proceeded to explain the two kinds, viz., positive and | 
negative,and the property possessed by certain substances of ‘ conducting " or “ non- 
conducting.” The history of the discovery of electricity, said Mr  M-liola was a 
most curious one, it haviog resulted from some observations made in 1786 by 
Galvani, a physician of Bologna, when discharging a powerfal machine in 
close proximity to the legs of some frogs which he had suspeaded, and 
which gave convulsive jumps each time the machine was discharged Iaving 
next dwelt on the araugements of voltaic batteries (so named after Professor Volts 
of Pavia) and graphivally described the effects of electricity (in the course of 
which he incidenta!ly remarked that while he could not tell what electricity wis, he 
could teli what it is was not), the lecturer explained the important experiments ard 
inventions of Farada7 ia 1531, in producing. electric currents and magneto-electric 
machines, and of Dr, Siemens, iu 1857. ‘Llhis portion of t'e lectare having been 
concluded with several exper ments illustrating the power of the magnet, Mr. Me do’a 
next passed on tou the more popular section of his subject, viz., electric lighting 
He miuutely exp'ained the difference between the two systema, viz, the “Arc ant 
the “ Incandescent” and illustrated his explanations with the aid of some lamps of 
both systems. The brilliant ligh's which were produced in the sigh: of the audience 
were greatly admired, more especially that derived from oneof the latestinveations in 
arc lights by Mr. Frederick Varley, who (together with Mr, Bolas) assisted Mr. 
Meldola in his experiments, and sabseqaently explained the ec»astraction of his 
lamp. Mr. Meldola then touched on the eubject of transmission of fo:ce by elec- 
tricity, about the value of which there could be no difference of opinion whatever 
differences might exist regarding the value of the electric ligat, and after 
thanking the gentlemen who had lent him their assistance, he concladed amid 
cheers with the remark that if he had imparted to any of the pupile the slightest 
desire of pursuing any further the subjects on which he had treated, his labour 
would not nave been in vain. 

Mr, MARCUS ADLER, in proposing a yote of thanks to Mr, Meldola (who he 
hoped would, at a future time, give further illustrations of the subject with which 
he had entertained them that evening) said that he was personally delighted at fiad- 
ing that scientific subjects were placed in a popular manner before Jewish auctie ices. 
Jews had distingu shed them-<elves in philosophy and in matiemarics ; in fin save, 
politics, litsrature, aud the arts, they not oaly viel wih, oawstcippel thar 
Christian fellow-couutrymen all over the world, yet in the pursuit of seienc? they had - 
done but little, the reason, no doubt, being that Jews as a rule looked to the “ mun 
chance.” Formerly men who followed a scientific career weie generally poor, but 
nowadays, as has been shown in the case of ssveral em'neni mn, if was ppaai dle 


- to join the practical with the scientific, He desired to bring this fact hom: to Jewis’ 
- young men and he would earnestly ask them to devote thems +l ves to a scientiic call- 


ing, 80 that in a few years Jews might be as illustrious in science as they were in 
other walks of life. 

Tae Rev, A. Liwy secondéd the motion and fally endorsel the observations of 
the Chairman, 

The vote of thanks was carried by acclamation. es 

Mr. MELDOLA, in reply, echoed the sentiments of the two previous speakers, and 
said that if the experiments which bad been made that evening should iatace soy 
Jewish young men to take up science as a serious study of their lives, it would affo 
him far greater gratification than he could possibly express, :

The CHAIRMAN reported that the President of the Board had called the 
attention of Sir Charles Dilke to the circamstance that the Foreign Office had 
not yet forwarded any reply to the representations which the Board some montha 
ago had made to Earl Granville with regard to the case of Mr. Le a Lewisohn, 
Mr. Sebag added that a well-known member of the Jewish community in London 
had recently visited Sr. Petersburg, and although it was known that he was a 
Jew he had not been molested by the police. 

A letter was read from the Foreiga Office atatiog, that in acvordancs with 
the desire of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Aggociation. thu contents of two 
memoranda forwarded to the Foreign Office by thoso bodies, relatice to the 
murder of a Jewieh resident of Tangier, and to the withholding of public relief 
oe the Jews in Mogador, had been commanicated to. the British Minister at 

angier. 

The Soricrron and Secrerary reported that Mr. 8. L Cohen hal been 
elected to represent the Hull Congregation at the Board, and that Mr. C () 
Henriques had been chosen for election by the Newcastle Congregation. The 
Solicitor and S<cretary pointed out that such elections were premature, the 
cc pgregations named cot being now represented at the Board, and would not 
be eh regle until the triennial- renewal of the Board. 

Mr.D. L. ALEXANDER suggested that it would be advisable if a new clause 
were inserted in the constitution of the Board, giving unpresented congrega. 
tions the right to send depaties to the Board during aoy psriod of its thre» 
years’ session, without awaiting the tirmioation of that session. 

The suggestion was ordered to referrad tothe delegates of the congra- 
gations appoiuted to revise the lawe cf the Board. 

After the transaction of some private business, the meeting concluded with 
a vote of thanks to the Chair.

A “REFORM” MOVEMENT IN MELBOURNE. 

A meeting of persons favourable “to the cetablishment of a Reformed 
Temple in Melbourne ” on the model of thoss which have exi-ted in Germany 
and the United States for the last 4) years, was held on ‘the 5-h olt at the 
Masonic Hall, Lonsda'e Street. There were about 39 persons in attendance, 
and Mr. A. M. Samve.t occupied the Caair. After stating the object of the 
meeting, he said be had been notified by several gentlemen that they sympa- 
thieed with the movement, and expressed their regret at being unable to be 
present, Le remarked that the reasous which had led him to desire a change 
wete that many of the Jews of this gencration were not in possession of a 
knowledge of the Hebrew language, and di! not onderetand the rervice almi- 
nietered in the synagegue, and that Jews who married Gentiles were deprived 
of privileges which he considered they should enjoy. . He suggested that the 
following alterations should be made: Tuat a partial or entire Koglish service 
should take place on Sunday mornings; that a I-ciure, acsompanic! by a 
musical service, should be given o» that day by ladics and gentlemen, and that 
a echool for children should be held on Saturday mornings for the purpose of 
preparing them for confirmation. He thought the p-esent mode of worship in 
the eynegogues was not eufficiently impressive, and taile! to satisfy the spiritual 
requiremepts of many enlightened Jews | 

Mr. A. LB. Isaacs eaid that bis common sense would not allow him to be 
orthedox, and as reasovable men of the nineteenth century, they could not 
endure any longer the existing sta'e of affais. Were they to continue prayiog 
ina language (Uecbrew) which they did pot unders’‘and ? Under the existing 
synegogal lawe, many a good Jew or Jewces was cast ont of the fuld on account 
cf intermanying with Ubtietiane, and the unwillingness of the authoritics to 
preeelytice. If there was a retormed synagogue in Melbourne, those outcasts 
would return to the fold. He did not know much of the refurais which had 
been effected in Germany and America, and was not aware to what extent 
reform should be carried out in Melbourne. Information on the subject would 
be desisable before any further steps were taken to form a congregation, 

Mr. Moses Harris also askei for information. 

Mr, Besnanp Levy thought that the sense 6f the meeting should be taken 
whether a necessity for refora of any k'ud existed before proceeding with other 
business. 

Mr. ALFRED ALEXANDER said thera was no doubt that a reform of some kind 
was required amongst the Jevs of M:lboara, but he woald aot like to trench 
one iota on pure Judaism. He bad fora lifetive been a zealous supporter of 
what was called orthodox Judaism, but he found at last that orthodox Judaiem 
was a sad failure, especially with young mou. Ile did not wi-h to take a 
prominent part in the reform movement, but be was cer\aio that a large number 
of well meaning Jews would join the pew corgregation. 

Mr. Marx Capua also thought that a large nomber of Jews would j.in 
the new congregation, but it would be necessary to place before then 80 ne 
definite scheme. Mr. Heory Raphael, who went to Enrope some time ago, had 
the interest of the reform tmovement deeply at heart, and would, whilst travel- 
ling in Europe, collect data showing how tar the refor.cers there had deviated 
from orthodoxy. 

After some fur'her desaltory conversa‘ion, a committee was appointed, on 
the motion Mr. Isaacs, and seconded by Mr. Luviisox, to draw up a report to 
be presented at afuture meeting. 


Paris —A number of Jewish gentlemen in Paris, including a1 eminent archi- 
tect and decorative painter, are engaged on a plan by which it is hoped to promote 
a taste for the decorative arts among their young coreligionists in the French 
capital. This attempt to induce Jews to adopt a new calling as a means for gain- 
ing an honourable livelihood promises to meet with every encouragement. 


Prorosep EMIGRATION TO Mexico,—Dr. Jellinek, of Vienna, having recenily 
published in some of the Continental jouraa s a letier which he had received from 
‘Tampico (in Mexico) advocating a Jewish settlement in that lovaiity, nearly 30) 
familics residing in Roumania have expressed a desire to emigrate to Mexico, and 
thus escape the persecutions to which they are now being subj +ted la their native 
country.

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LIVERPOOL JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 


CONSECRATION OF NEW PREMISES, 

The new premises of the Liverpool Jewish Board of Gaardians were consecrated 
and opened for use on Sunday afternoon in the presence of a numerous company. 
The large increase in the number of applicants of late, owing to the immigration of 
poor Jews from Rursia and other parts of the Continent, has rendered the removal 
of the business of the Board to largeand more commodious premises imperatively 
necessary. The new premises are at 45, Seel Street—a very commodious private 
house, which has been extensively altered to enit the requirements of the Board. 
Mr. Piiwir 8, Levy, Prosident of the Guardians occupied the chair at the meeting, 
and among those present were the Rev. Dr. W. Stero, the Rev. R_ Barnett, the Rev. 
ti. M. Sitver, and the Rev, J. Polack (flonorar Secretary) ; Messra. A. L. Bena, 
(Treasurer), George S. Yates (President of the Old Hebrew Congregation), R. Robin- 
son, Alex Levy, A'S, Levy, H. Gabriel. TH. Archer, P. Barnet (President of the 
New Hebrew Congregation), A. H. Samuel, A. Stera, 8. Stern, A. Jones. B. Woolf 
J. Hees, H. De Freece, Berthold Striem, Kc, 
The proceedings were opened by afternoon service, the Rev. Dr. Stern oMfciat- 
ing, and by a special prayer offered up by the Rev. J. Polack, 7 

The CHAIRMAN delivered an address, in the course of which he «aid: On the 
occasion of the consecration of our now premises you will naturally expect me to 
address you, and I can asstre you it affords me great pleasure to respond to that 
expectation, Having carefully considered what subject would be most appropriate 
to the event, I have decided to speek to you on the relief of the poor generally : 
and first, | will deal with the relief of the poor in former times; and in order to do 
this, we must retrace our steps about 30 years, when it was the custom of the Trea- 
surers of the Congregations in London and eleewhere to attend at fixed periods (about 
once a month) to distribute a certain amount voted by their executive for the relief 
of the poor This sum wes doled out almost indiscriminately, and it must have 
frequently happened that many a deserving case received little or no assistance, the 


Treasurers haviog only a limited eum at their disposal. No enquiries were mate - 


into the antecedents, neede, or character of the applicant, and generally a sum 

varying from Is, jd. to 38. was handed to him. Generous philanthropists made dis- 

tributions of clothing, money, aud tickets for bread, meat, and coals to many an 

importuoate beggar, but the claims of the truly deverving were too often neglected. 

This system was one very much to be deprecated, and, finding ‘the unsatisfactory 

mode of relief stil proceeding, the late Mr. Ephraim Alex, in conjunction with 

other leading members of our community, resolved upon making a complete change, 
and in 1558 a.Jewish Board of Guardians was brought into existences. By the insti- 
tution. of this board every applicant received adequate relief as each care was 

investigated by the Committee ow the rotajand by the cordial co-operation of the Jew- 
ish community in the Metropolis the Board was*enabled to render almost incaleu- 

lib'e assis'ance our poorer brethren. When, therefore, an comes for 

astictance now, h's or her case is enquired into moat carefully, and, if found worthy 
of relief, is treat - d in the most liberal manner. And in contrasting the relief of 
former times with the relief of the present day we must at once appreciate the 
difference. But notwithstanding the well-organised system in London. in 1858, the 
old mode. of relief still prevailed here for many yeais after, for it was not ull the 
year 1876 that a Board of Guardians was established in Liverpool. I #hou'd here 
mention that the institution of our Board was mainly due two the indefatizabie 
exertions of the Rev. Morris Joseph. But, even when set on foot few of onr local 
brethren supported it, and the Executive have had to i-sue appeal after appeal in 
order to keep our doors open ; and avery poor response has, in my opinion, been 
given to these appeals,. The co operation such as this institation needa aud merita 
has not been given by many of our brethren who are well able to assiat; 
although I am bound to say that several honourable éxceptions occur to 
my mind. I trust, however, the time has sow arrived when all will feel it their 
daty to lend their aid to our work. If we examine the list of subscribers we 
find the names of many of our wealthy local coreligionists conspicuous by their 
absence, notwithstanding their complaint that the Board effects no good. But let 
those who feel thus become subscribers, and attend our relief meetings, and, if 
possible, bring to our notice any deserving case which has not recsived due aliertion 
and then they may have cause fer complaint ; but at present they complain in 
ignorance of the true state of affairs, I feel confident that those who remember the 
relief of the poor in Liverpool before the inatitution of our Board of Caardians 
must admit the marked change now ; and, although the institution has progressed 

but slowly, yet I trast it has progressed sarely, and now has reached an epoch when 
its true ot ject will be fully recognised, Oar Board of Guardians combines, fn fact, 

the objects of a charity organization society, a loan society, a pension society, an 

emigratioa society, an apprenticing society and a visiting society ; besides which, | 

would mention that we do not confine our rélief to those of our local poor but, in 
our dieser. tion, give to Jews generally and from all parts of the world, At the present 
time we have an influx of applicants caused by the late sad affaire in KRassia—many 
of the refugees, whose intended destination was America, having planted themselves 
here; and I believe there are even cases of refugees who have returned from 
America and settled themselves in this city. But, after the intense suffering they 
bad undergone, we cannot refuse them some portion of our charity. Oar desire is 

rot to pauperiss any applicant, bat ratier induce him to assist himself. This 
course iuveolves a cousiderable outlay in purchasing stocks, &>., but in theead we 
are amply repaid by the good it effects. Feeling that our lat» office was dispropor- 
tionate in size to the magnitade of our work, | mooted, soms time back, in com- 
mittee, the advisability of removing to more suitable premises, and thanks to the 
energy of a few members of the Committee, we are here to-day, But in removing 
I a'so had another idea~—and this, to my mind is the more important one—viz,, that 
it wis desirable to place such an institution as this upon a firmer basis, and in this 
i do trust f may succeed. I look forward most sanguinely to your hearty support, 
both in funds and in your attendance at our relief and committce meetings, and then 
we may have just reason’ to be proud of our local in-titution. 

Mr. Gronce §, Yatres moved the following resolation: “That this meeting 
having heard the address of the President, and reviewing the past efforta of the 
Board to relieve the wants and ameliorate the condition of the poor Jews of Liver- 
pool, is of opinion that tie claims of the Board on the geaerosity of the community 
deserve wider recognition and more extended sympathy.”

“JUDAISM IN MUSIC.” 


Tue recent discussion about Chazonoth has brought out one fact quite 
clearly. Jews are nowadays just as fond of swect singers in their 
places of worship as their fathers were, and their interest in synagogal 
music has by no means diminished with their increase in culture. 
And looking to the outer world, we find no diminution in the 
numbers of composers, singers, and executants whom Judaism has 
given to the only region of Art where persecution could do no harm, because 
music has risen since persecution has disappeared. The two tacts —the 
Jewish love of synagogue mesic and Jewish musical ability—are by 2°. 
Means disconnected, as a little reflection will convince us. | 
The one art in which Jews have excelled in modern times (unless we 


’ except acting) has been that which draws beauty from tones, Hitherto, 


__ | for reasons which we have previously laid before our readers, Jews bare 
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produced no great names in the graphic arts, or in the arts of form like 
sculpture and architecture, But in Masic all the world owns that they have 
produced composers worthy to rank, if not with the very greatest, at least 
with the most popular in the realms of formed sound, Menpetssouy, 
Meverneee, Hatevy, Orrexnacu—if the juxtaposition of the latter be 
forgiven us—what wealth of melody do not these names eonjureup? And 
in these latter days sterner masters of the art have appeared in the persons 
of Rusixstein and Braums, who worthily sustain ‘the severer demands of 
contemporary music. In England of the past we are reminded that Lord 
wrote bis “ Hebrew Melodies” to tunes composed by a Jew. And 
in our own country Scriivan’s name bat slightly veils 
his race, while in Mr. Fuep. Cowen we possess one of the most 
promising of Engiand’s composers. It cannot be mere chance that 
a small and scattered nation like the Jews should have continued 
for three generations to prodace mon of such calibra as these, not to 
speak of the “little masters,” like Davin,, C. Saramayx, &e., 
who testify to a life devoted to the service of the art without the motive of 
European fame or great fortune. 

Not alone have great composers emanated from the Jewish race bat the 
sweet singers of Israel have charmed the opera houses and concert rooms 
of Europe throughout this century, Mudlle. Apetiva Parri’s Jewish 
descent has been denied but is still asserted. Jouy Baanam was in his 
days almost more than Mr. Sims Reeves is in ours and his name will 
ever be connected with “the Death of Nelson.” Leowora Basnan 
holds rank inferior to those great singers, but is sti!l worthy a niche in the 
Temple of Fame. 

Perhaps the Jews have assisted the art to its present empire of the 
emotion of so many men and women of culture by their less obtrusive 
activity as executants. ‘he two great conductors of the age, the ch’e! 
choregi of English music—Sir Benepicr and Sir 
Costa—are both said to be Jews, and the former is certainly of Jewish 
race, The man who plays first fiddle wherever he goes ~—Joseru Joacniu— 
. is also a “ felicitous compound of the Slave, the Teuton and the Semite.” 
The name alone of the well-known cornet player, Mr. Levy, is sufficient to 
decide his nationality. And throughout the orchestras of Europe more than a 
third of the conductors and first violins are said to be of Jewish birth. For 
ourselves, we would point to these humbler workers as the greater proof of 
Jewish devotion to musical art, They find in the production of musical 
sound the mission and work of their life, and testify with silent eloquence 
to the love of music that lies'inborn in every Jewish heart. 

Why should the Jewish race be distinguished in this way for love of 
music and for musical ability? In answering this question, so 
far as it can definitely be answered, one has to call attention to 
some facts seemingly. extraneous which throw considerable light 
upon it. Everyone knows that Jous Baauam was “Singer” of 
the Great Synagogue before he took to the stage. Kveryone 
does not know, but it 1s nevertheless the fact, that Orreysacu was the 
son of a distinguished cantor of a German synagogue. Sorzeér, the 
renowned Chazan df Vienna, has often been tempted, and has as often 
refused, to appear in opera, instead of in the Great Synagogue of Vienna. 
Every Chazan gives his son a musical education an! these men like e.., the 
late Ascaer, son of “ Chazan” Ascuen, form a nucleus of trained 
musical talent in all Jewish communities. 

But music is not confined to the services of the synagogue ; it pene- 
trates the Jewish home and from earliest childhood each Jew and Jewess is 
accustomed to sing the Psalms of David or the hymns of the New Hebrew 


pcet every Sabbath eve and on all the festivals. It is said that the tune 


of Bi Miro, which is now heard in synagogue as well as the .home, 
has been handed down for over a thousand years. As a consequence 
of this home influence of music we find the Jews everywhere 
interested. from the highest to the lowest, in good singing and 
sweet melodies. One may often hear two Jews of the generation now 
passing away discussing the fayourite Chazonin of the past, comparing 
variations of well-known hymns, and in general displaying a minute, though 
untrained, knowledge of synagogue music, Such loving interest cannot 
have been without effect in producing that general love of music which 


characterises Jews. 


This quality has a particular bearing on the once burning question of — 


the introduction of organs into the synagogue. With the grand tones of 
the instrument as a “ background” the voices of the congregants would be 
blended more harmoniously, and an immediate result would be the improve- 


ment of the practice of congregational singing, which, as we have seen | 


above, is the main cause of the Jewish love of music. We fear, however, 
that without any such introduction, the custom is to a great extent dying 
away, and the synagogue choirs are nowadays expected to praise the Lorp 
vicariously for the whole congregation. — 


While devotional singing in the home and in synagogue will explain 


the Revs. L. Harris, M, Hast, and 8, Singer, M 


the Jewish love of music, it does not follow that capacity will accompany 
interest, Till some psychologist has more fully investigated the causes that 
give rise to musical ability, we must be content with the general character- 
istics which seem proper to the musical artist. The flexibility of Jewish 
emotion, the joyousness of the Jewish nature, and the many-sided sympathy 
which is distinctive of Jews are also to be seon in many of the greater 
musicians with whom, too, the home affections have seemed to be exception- 
ally strong. It has been observed that musical and mathematical ability 
appear to go hand in hand, and Jews show in many ways a special aptitude 
for handling mathematical abstractions. The cosmopolitan nature of the 
Jew, again, might have some obscure connection with the cosmopolitan 
language—tusic, On the other hand, the Jewish nature generally seems 
more apt for assimilation than origination, and in music we should expvct, 


and we find, that Jewish exceutants are far more namerous than Jew\h 
composers, | 


It remains to ask whether there is anything specially characteristic in 
Jewish music, whether the productions of a Jewish composer bear any: 
marks by which we could determine the ravo of the author, In short, is 
there any such thing as “ Judaism in music?" Wagner in his celebrated 
essay of 1669, under that title, claims that there ia, and asserts that it has 
had a very pernicions effectZand in this he has been followed by Liszt. 
Closely analysed, Wacxen’s argument appears to be summed up in the 
statement “ Menpeissoun is popular and [ am not.” What he objects to 
is rather Jews in music than Judaism, and his views (recently repeated in 
the Payreuthscls Blatter) are worthy of the most intense Juden/ressere/, 
Rejecting his views, and looking at the Jewish composers of the past, we 
might have attributed to them special excellence in the lighter kind of 
melody ; their etrains were rather melodious than profound. Orrenpacn,. 
in particular, might have been pointed to ss the acme of all that is mere- 
tr-cious in music, On the other hand, however, Menpetssoux prodaced 
works as pure as they were pleasing. And at the present day Baanms and 
Reninstsin would rather be described as more profound than melodious, 
80 that this apparent distinction of Jewish music disappears on closer 
examination, It has been noticed again that Meveaurea was influenced by 
the schools of France, Italy, and Germany in equa! proportions and this cosmo- 
politan element of his work might be regarded as specially Jewish, Bat alj 
music is from this point of view more or less cosmopolitan and the while 
discussion leaves us with the result from which we started, that while there 
are many Jews in music there cannot be said to be anything which can be 
called ‘‘ Judaism in Music,” 


Meantime, it remains certain that a love of music is widely spread 
among Jews, perhaps as widely as among Ciermans, which is saying a great 
deal, and that Jews as a body have a far larger proportion 0° major an! 
minor musicians than their numbers would grant them if they only possessed 
the average ability of other Europeans. We have traced the former quality 
to the custom of devotional song in the homes of Jews and there is mach 
fear that as this gets less customary less interest in music may be shown 
among us than in time past. The more general possession of musical ability 


among Jews points toa practical conclusion which is of some value in there 


days when the difficulty of placing one’s sons is becoming greater and 
greater every year. The musical profession is becoming more honoured 
as is shown by the recent establishment of the Royal College of Music an! 
the living to be derived from the profession is becoming more stable and 
remunerative. It seems very well worth while for Jewish fathers 
to encourage every sign of musical abi ity in the'r sons, in the confidence that, 
if they fail to make an established reputation in music, or, even to make it | 
their livelihood, they will have obtained by musical training a source of 


enjoyment and cultore which will last them throughout their lives, and give 


pleasure, not alone to themselves, bat to all their immediate circle. Vor it 
is the peculiar claim of the art of music, that it blesses both him that 
produces it and those that hear it, It is one of the greatest glories of modern 
Jews that it has been given to them to add to the world’s pleasure such a 
large amount of pure and soul-inspiring emotion as has been obtsined from 
the works of Jewish composers, the voices of Jewish singers and the execu- 
tion of Jewish musicians.

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THE BLOOD ACCUSATION IN HUNGARY 
[FROM OUR CORRESTONDEST. 


BUDA PESTH, Dec. 14, 1882. 

On Thureday the 7th cf thie month the last act at length commenced of the 
Tisza-Feziar tragedy, and is to be followed at an early date by the closing 
ecere—the public trial. On the afternoon of that day the cemetery at Tirza 
Errlar presented a striking appearance. Magistrates, medical men, professors 
aud reporters might be seen grouped round a solitary grave, which at any time 
would attract attention owing to the sentry-box, if we may #0 term the little 
but of the watchman, placed in close proximity to it. Judge Megyeri of 
Nyiregyhaza throughout directed. the entire investigation. The snow was 
carefully ewept away from the grave, disclosing to view the plants by which 
it was covered and which were closely examined, the roots of the grass were 
measured as far a4 they reached into the earth, and soon the spade touched the 
coffin, or rather box, ia which the corpse found at Tisza-Dida lay interred. 


Be‘ore anything farther, was done a declaration was made by thoso who had © 


buried the boty that the grave had in no way bean diatarba! in the interim, 
whi'st another declaration was to the effect that the body was undoubtedly the 
same as that which bad been submitted to an examination by Herren Traitler, 
Horovath and other. In the outekirts of the village ia a peasant’s :uiaed hut, 
which at the most could accommodate twelve persons, Professor Ssheuthauer, 
the Chief cf the Commission, awaited the arrival of the corpse. 

Time had performed ite destructive work ia the most awful manner; the 
corpse found in June had been transformed ioto a black doubly-bent mummy, 
fromm which all the softer portions were wanting or bal been washed away. 
But eciecce did not deepair even in this instance. For many hours the Professors 
continued at work with the instramenta they bad brovgkt with them, but they 
were convinced that they could not fioish their investiga ion at Titza-Eeztar. 
It was two o'clock at night ere they terminated their labours Jadge Megyari 
having refuced their request for a postponement of the drawing up of the 
proeés verbaur without takiog their fatigae into consideration. Evorything 
that conld be epecified without a farther chemical analysis, and without régard 
to the examination of the structure of the bones which would have to be con- 
tinued at Bude-Pesth, Professor Scheuthauer dictated the sane night to Herr 
Bary, who bad been appointed to draw up the report of th is investigation. 
Bary was otherwise not idle, for undaunted by the presencs of the doctors and 
the counsel for the defence, he on this occasion got up a little investigation on 
his own acccunt. The mother and other re'atives of Esther Solymosi were 
invited by him to view the teeth of the corpse. All of them without exception 
eoanimously declared that Esther bad had a magnificent set of even teeth, 
while those in the mouth of the corpse under inspection were very irregular. 
On the other band, Professor Scheuthauer had from the firet mo:nent been 
etrack by the remarkable character of the bottom row of teeth, and when af 
the request of the leading coansel, Herr Eétvis, the medical men examined the 
teeth of Esther's sister, who was prerent, it was found that they were in every 
respect analogously formed to ‘those of the corpse. That the teeth appeared 
strango:to the friends of the missing girl may be true, sincs the gums being 
destroyed, a different aspect altegether was given tothe mouth. 

Equally striking wae the fact that even with the aid of one of the moat 
powerful of microscopes not the slightest trace could be found of any root of 
hair, which must, therefore, aleo have been missing at the first ex amination of 
the body. If, then, the medical mea engaged in that investigation declared 
that they had seen such roots, their statement must either have been a lie or 
have been dictated by ignorance. Great stress was likewise laid at the time by 
these doctors on the circumstance that the on the bands and were 
more polished and appeared to have been betior looked after than is usually the 
case with girle belonging to the peasant class. Oa this account the utmost 
anxiety prevailed with regard to the state of the nails on the corpse. You m iy 


_ jadge, then, of the surprise of the Professors at findiog that there was not the 


least sign of nails either ou the feet or the hands, which had also in vain been 
sought for in the collin. Here again we have to deal either with a crime, inas- 
much a8 from fear of a fresh investigation the nails may have been wilfally 
torn away, or with a further proof of ignorance and incompetence ou the 
part of the manipulating doctors who conducted the first post mortem inves i- 
gation Sit venia verbo, Let us ivcline ia favour of the latter theory, and the 
explanation is easy enough, The loog period which the body remained in 
the water, viz, 79 day#, may well have soaked both the nails aud the roots of 
the bair, and thas have caused them to fall away. Ia such case it would be 
the flesh where the nails had been, not the nails themselves, that was so sinooth 
and polished, and it was this smooth flesh which the wnatomists io their blind 
ignorance mistook for nails. QOcher proofs were not wanting of the unex. 


-atppled incompetence and criminal careless of the pseudo-medical men engaged 


in the first examination of the body. 


The Professors gave no indication as to the probable age of the corpse 
for they declared that they could only arrive at a definite conclusion at Boda- 
Peatb, where the necessary chemicals were at their disposal, and that for this 
purpose it was essential that the remains should bo transported to this city. 
The Crown Atiorncy naturally gave the required consent, only Bary protes’e | 
against the removal, aud it wae not antil the Tribanal at Nyiregyhaza had been 
applied to, that formal sanction was given for the removal of the body. It is 
reported, however, that only half of the body willbe sent to Buda Pesth, the 
other half remaining at Tirza-Eezlar. Whatever be the machinations 
our enemics Beck to carry out, it is impossible to cover up tbe disgrace of the 
first medical inquiry which bas been dissected by Eiivis in 80 Inasterly a 
manner in his recently published memorandum of defence. Just as one of the 
most difficult of legal cases was entrusted to a mere lad, #0 was one of the most 


S nteresting questions of forensic medicine surrendered into the hands of 4 trifo- 


lium of unripe amateurs, possessed only of a smattering of scientific knowledge, 
The anti-Semitic journals aro crying their loudest against the Jews and the 
Professors, who, of course, have been bribed by them. Their hetze ig especially 
directed against Professor Scheuthaner, who fortunately does not real an 
papers. A flood of lies has been sent forth into the world, eo that when the 
report of the doctors shall be made public some of their statements may be 
confronted with previous contradictory declarations. ‘Lhus, for instance, already 
on the 8:h inst. a report was circulated that the medical men had formed an 
opinion that the corpse belonged to a female whose age was at least 18 years, 
There is not a word of truth in this allegation ; on the contrary, the medical 
wen stated from the very first, as I have already observed, that they could not 
arrive at any accorate conclusion on this subject until after carefal and lengthy 
study in their dissecting roona at Buda-Pesth. Farther, it is alleged that 
differences of opinion exist bet ween Scheuthauer and his colleagues, in order ty 
give colour to the equally false and absurd charge that this eminent authority 
on forensic medicine was bought over by the Jewa, As mo provision was made 
in the miserable village of Eszlar for the board and lodging of the Professors 
during their rhort stay there, they, were forced to ecek the hospitality of the 
only prominent inhabitant of the place, the landed proprietor Lichtmann, As 
this gentleman happens to be a Jew, a large anount of capital has been made 
out of this circumstance by our opponents, who on that ground have branded 
the Professors as the asso-iates an’ confederates of the Jews, We would por- 
haps be justified ia makiog more capita! out of the fact that Bary and his 
compavions were the invited guests of I’raa Kallay, a notorious anti-Semite, 
who has also played her role in the Tisza-Eszlar tragedy. But all this gossip 


can in no way affsct the verdict of science, In about ten days we may expect — 


the report of the anatomiets, and on this report it will depend whether and how 
soon a fiaal enquiry will be ordered into this moarnfal cause célébre, which 


from day to day, both from withia aud without, brings more and more disgrace 
upon Hungary. 


THE ANTLSEMITIC AGITATION. 

It will be remembered that at the Anti-Semitic Congress which was held 
at Dresden in Séptembcr last, it was resolved to spread broadcast a manifesto 
in favoar of the movement in several Continental countries. This manifesto

known Hungarian writer, Franz Pulezky, condemning the disgraceful agtiatioa 
wh'ch prevails in certain countrie:, notably in Hungary, against the Jews. 
Heir Pulezky is especially severe on the Minister of Justice in bis native 
country on account of the tacit support which he has given to the wovement 
by his ection in regard to the Tiezs-Kezlar case. in this respect Herr Pulszky’s 
letter efforde a cratifying contraet to an article inthe Kélnische Zeitung (which 
has lately exbibited an anti-Jewish tendency), wherein the attitude of Herr 
Paulcr, the Hungarian Minister of Justice, is lauded to the skies.

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LEOPOLD SACHER MASOCH.

It will be readily admitted that, in order to describe a people with fidelity 
and accuracy, not only a knowledge of their characteristice, habits and customs 
ia required, but impartiality or a total freedom frown prejadice, aye, even a 
certain degree of affection for them. F'or the least epice of prejadioe of dislike 
in the mind of the observer distorts his view and flavours hia description, aad 
not to its advantage. These two requisites, ample knowledge and loving 
appreciation, or at least total ia.partiality, are eo rarely combined in ethnologi- 
cal writers, cepecially in novelists, who treat others but their own race ot nation 
that, as a rule, one reads their works with a natural distrust, not to “ay 
suspicion. We, the Jows, the chosen martyrs even in this respect, who, from 
Haman downwards, have almost alwaye been misrepresented by those of other 
creeds that have attempted to describe us, who have been unfavourably handled 
even by English writers, must, thérefore, be specially gratefal to Christian 
novclisis whe do us justice and represent us sach as we are, “ nought extenuate, 
ncr ought eet Cown in malice.” Bat the most faithful delineator of Jows and 
Jewish life among recent German writers, though certuinly net among Germans, 
for he is of Polish origin, is Dr. Leopold von Sacher Masoch, who is about to 
celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of his authorship on January let, 1883. 

Leopold Chevalier de Sacher Masoch was born on 27:h January, 1836, at 
Lemberg, the capital of Galicia. His father's family is of Spanien origin and his 
grandfather, John Nepomuc Chevalier de Sacher, first emigrated to Galicia at the 
time (1772) when that country was annexed to Austria,and became its adminis- 
trator. The immigrant’s son, Leopola’s father, was Police Director of Galicia. His 
wife Caroline Ce Masoch was the last of her ancient Slavonic family, and with 
the Ew  eror’s sanction, Leopold's father assumed the name of Sacher Maacch. 
At the early age of 10 Leopuld being already perfectly proficient in Freach, 
and having read with predilection such books ag ‘‘ Don Auastase,” “ Gulliver's 
Travels,” ‘* TelemacLus,” “The Odysey in a prose translation, “ Paul ot 
Virginie " and “ Andersen’s Tales" made his first attempt in fiction for the 
entertainment of his sisters, and wrote theatrical pieces. for domestic use, In 
i848 his father became Chief of the Police of Prague, whither he removed with 
his family. At his examination for matricalation, he wrote an essay of which 
his profeseor said, ‘‘ this is not a school exercise, it is the work of an author.” 
He studied successfully first mathematics, then chemistry and lastly history. 
At 20 he took hie degrew as Doctor of Philosophy, and was then employed in 


the Imperial Record Offive at Vienna, and became Lecturer on History in the. 


University of Gra. 

Baroness Gudenus, an old intellectual lady with whom he spent his eveningy 
firet suggested to him to write a novel, and thus he produced “ A Galician Story 
of 1846,” tLe dreadful scenes in the Polish insurrection of that year having made 
a strovg impression on the then 10 years old boy, which he here described with 
great skill. It was succeeded by “Tne Emissary,” “ Kauniiz,” aad “ Don 
Juan of Kolomea ” which latter met with great success, 

His first “ Judengeschichten” ' (Jewish stories) at once showed his 
familiarity with Jewish life and his being endowed with a perfect knowledge of 
the people he attempted to describe, and a kindly feeling ‘or them enabled him 
- to sympathise with their joys aud sorrows, their pecoliarities and homely 
Virtues, and to appreciate their humour and excellent qualities of mind an 1 heart. 


With his * Legacy of Cain,” his principal work, he achieved a European repu- 


tation, and the Revue des deue Mondes, which moat still be considered the firs: 
of European periodicals, not only devoted an article to the work, but gave 
besides long extracts from it. The beantifal tale “‘ Hasara Raba” forms a 
part of the “ Legacy’ which consi<te of various stories, 

Since last year he has settled in Leipsic, where in October of that year, he 
started the International Review—“ Auf der Hise "—in which he published the 
“ Jaden Raphael,” which has met with great applause from euch @ severe critic 
as the Saturday Review, not to speak of numerous other periodicals. His 
“Neue Judengeechichten published by A. Muorgenstein, L-ipsic, deserve 
‘equally high praise, and have, if [ am not mistaken, been favourably reviewed 
in your own columns. Besides these, l way mention “ Tian,” the “Alte Kastellan” 
the “ Schwarze Kabinett " ard “ Frau von Soldan,” in all of which Jewa figure 
or play the priacipal part. Tasy are all sketched with the band of a master, 
with loving insight and without a trace of being drawn by one ofa different 
crecd and race. . 

Though of Slavonic origio, his German deserves high eulogium ; 
he writes a pellucid style and hie diction is perfectly pure. Io treating the 
most abetruse subject he remains as cieat as in handling the most simple ; 
indeed, though German in depth of though! and philosophical breadth, he has, 
as regards presentation of his subj c's, more of the Proacumaa in hia. He has 
been étyled, too, a German Tourguenicff, but what seems to me a moro suitable 
appellation for him is to style him a truly iateraational writer. And perhaps 
no o.e waa fitter than he to edit co intervational a review as bis ‘ Aut der 
Hohe” ig, | 

In these days of anti-Semitism it isa gratifying task to call attention to 
such a map, and I aw sure my English coreligionists will equa ly with me 
delight to do him honour on the forthcoming occasion of his jubilee, Let me 
only mention that his wife, too, is au authoress and follows in her uoble 
husband's footsteps.

SCHOOL IN. SMYRNA, 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT |. 


SMYRNA, Nov. 247m, 1882, 


In the present letter I intend to confine myself to an intevesting work, which 
has been fraitfal ia happy resalts, I rafer to the Trades’ School, which was founde ! 
at Smyrnaia Jaly, 1878, by the Allianocs Israclita Unairersells, and the object of 
which is to transform poor Jewish children and orphans into honest anil laborious 
workmen. These apprentices are in all cises recruited from among the former 
pupils of the Boys’ Sshool of the Alliancs, who woull flalit dif—floalty to gaia a 
living by any moan: other than manaal labour. 

At the outset the work encountered various obstacles, the most important beiog 
the predilection of our coreligionists ia tha Evst for a comm roial career, however 
petty their dealings may be, rather than for any other profession. But as soon as 
Jewish fathers of families commenced to appreciate the great atility of this generous 
enterprise, they no longer hesitated-to confide their childres to the care of the 
“Comité de Patronage as the managers of the school are termsd. This Com- 
mittee places.the lads with various employers, it grants them a small weekly salary 
as 4 recompense for the money they might have earned in other capacities, and it 
provides them with clothes twice a year and also with the tools they will require 
at the termination of their apprenticeship. 

In addition, the lads also a*tend evening claas*s in order that they may com. 
plete their intellectual training. It was dificult at first for various reasons to place 
the youths with non-Jewish mastera ; but now, Greeks and other Christians, as well 
as Mahomedans, eolisit asa great favour to be entrastel with Jewish apprentices 
owing to their superior honesty and assidaity. The Corporation of Coopers is th 
on'y one which has refusel to teach a lacrative trade to Jewish children, although 
it had previoasly p-onisel to do 49. Ths Alliancs has, however, fillel up this 
lacuna by placing,’ at the request of the Comité de Patronage, three Jewish youths 
from Symrhaat Bordeaux as coopers’ apprentices. The Committee of the Jewish 
Young Men's Society at Bordeaux, which is presided over by M. Gaston R. Henriquez 
has, with an earnestness that cannot be sufliciently praised, takea upon itself the 
task of placing and watching over these young Orieata!s ; but the expenses of their 
mafatenance amounting to upwards of 3,000 francs a year, are borne by the Alliance 
Israclite. 

Duriog the four years of its existence the institution in this city has turned out 
19 artivane, divided as follows: 15 shoemakers, 10 joiners, 5 weavers, 5 copper- 
amiths, | coopers, 2 tailors, 2 printers, 2 plambers, | lockémith, | lacemaker, 1 gold- 
smith, 1 saddler and 1 blacksmith, These young men are now so many supporters 
of. families, and have to thank the Apprenticing Committes for being enabled to 
gain an honourable livelihood and for being rescued froma life of misery. Daring 
the eam period there has been spent in furtherance of the work about 20,000 
francs, of which 3,50) france were contribated by the Jews in Smyrna themselves, 
The remainder was furnished by the Alliance, generously seconded by Baron de 
Hirtch. The number of apprentices at present serving their time is 32, but in view 
of the excellent results which have been obtained, this figure is about to be raised 
to 50, 

Now that the scheme has proved eo successful, it is contemplated to found a 
similar institution for poor \Jewish girls, by establishing a kind of workrooms, 
where there future mothers in Israel may learn to become needlewomen, mi:liners 
dressmakers, as well as ironers, cooka,aad nurses an! honsemaids, of whom there is a 
great searcity here. By this means many Jewish girls will be eaved from a 
life of indigence, if not from something worse, for in defau't of any regalar means 
of subsistence, they sometimes work in the valleys amid surroundings which are 
not calculated to improve their moral condition, With the generous assistance of a 
society such as the Alliance this project for ameliorating the situation of our sisters 
will, let us hope, soon be carried into execution,

revolver, of which one barrel had been discharged, was found on the accused,

forwarded to Jerusalem several large sums in memory of the deceased, among them 
being £200 for the benefit of the Russian refugees who have settled in that city. —

. Bame upon her roll. A coat of arms, tupported by twocherubims, lends grace and 


elegance to the lower part of the design, whilst beneath in a recessed arch stands 
® earcopbagus with an appropriate Hebrew quotation. The whole stanis ujon a 
base bearing a laudatory inscription in Hebrew and French. The composition of 
the design bears the imprint of a skilled hand, and reflects credit upoa its designer, 
M. F, Conrad. 


HAND IN HAND ASYLUM. 
A General Court of the Governors and Subscribers of the Hand in Hand 
Asylum was held on Sanday last at the Institution, Well Street, Hackney, for the 


election of two inmates, and for the consideration of the following recommendation 
of the Committee ; “ That no member shall be eligible to vote at elections for 


inmates unless he shall have paid one year's subscription previous to the nomina- 


tion of. candidates.” 

Mr, Joun Hanknais, President, occupied the Chair, and in opening the proceed- 
ings he mentioned the gratifying fact that with the two inmates to be elected that 
day the total number would be brought up to 23; the largest number which the. 
Asylum had ever contained. He need hardly say that the financial resources of 
the institution would now be taxed to their utmost, and as unfortunately there was 
a failing off in the income through a diminution in the subscriptions, he deemed it 
necessary to appeal to the Jewish public for increased support. The scheme for the 
amalgamation of the Asylum with the adjoining Widows’ Home, which hai been 
slightly amended by the desire of the Charity Commissioners, was still in the hands 
of that body, but its return was expected daily. 

At the close of the poll Jacob Davis and Birnett Rossenheim were declared to 
be duly elected, and a vote of thanks was passed to tie scrutineers (Messrs. A. 
Abrahams, M. Davie, and H. Samuel), 

In bringing up the recommendation of the Committee (which had its origin in 
certain proceedings connected with the previous e estion) the CHAIRMAN observed 
that nothing would be gained by passing it that day, since, according to the Am .lga- 
mation Scheme, all the laws by which the two institutions were governed would be 
annulled. As there would certainly be fo election prior to the amilgama:ion, he 
moved that the consideration of the resolution be adjourned sine div:

THE JEWS IN’ RUSSIA,

The Gvlox of Wednesday evening states that the Senate decided on the 
previous day to accede to the request of certain Jewish owners of chomist,’ 
shops, and to rescind the order issued in March last by the former Minister of 
the Interior, Count Ignatieff, forbidding Jews to hold or manage chemists’ shops 
outside those parts of the empire set aside for Jews to reside in. 

The Chief of Police at St Petersburg his issued a circular to the divisional 
heads of police in that city, calling their attention to the circnmstance that a 
large number of Jews are at present temporarily or permanently residing in 
the Capital without apparently possessiog the ‘legal qualifications for such resi. 
dence. The police are instracted to examine the papers of the Jews referred 
to, with the view of ascertaining whether they are in accord ince with the laws 
regulating the residence of Jews in 8:. Petersburg. Those Jews who have not 
the right ‘to remain in that city are to be orderal to ramove to any ot the dis.

The St. Peter.burger Zeitung states that the sam of 100,090 roubles which 
Baron Gitozburg offered in 1856 for the benefit of Jewish azricaltarists, is to 
be employed in the erection of an agricultural school in the neighbourhood of 
the Jewish colony at Novoberielav (Government of Cherson).

' Tue Usitrep States AND Rvussta.—The following is the fall text of the 
reference to the.Jewish Question in Russia in the Message of President Arthur to 
Oongress : ‘Our long established friendliness with Russia has remained unbroken, 
It has prompted me to proffer the earnest counsels of this Government that measures 
be adopted for suppressing the proscription which the Hebrew race in that country 
has lately suffered. It has not transpired that any American citizen has been 
eubjected to arrest or injury, but our courteous remonstrance has, nevertheless been 
courteously receivel. There is reason to believe that the time is not far distant 
when Russia will be able to secure toleration to all faiths within her borders,”
